tions, and the C entral C onfer­ 
ence of Am erican Rabbis. 
The first opposes all religious

in the realm of personal con- | 
science.” It ex presses belief in j

subverting “the very purpose and 
intent of th at concept. 
The second said: “W ith a na­

“ Where is the missing link? ” men had cried 
in challenge to Darwin’s theo ry o f ev o lutio n. 
Darwin, in his Descent o f Ma n, published in 
1 87 1 , had po inted to So uth Africa as the mo st 
likely birthplace o f man. But the disco v ery o f 
the Jav a ape man in 1 891 had fo cussed attentio n 
o n Asia. 
Then 
in 
1 92 4 , 
Australian-bo rn 
anato mist 
Ray mo nd A. Dart in So uth Africa came acro ss 
the fo ssil skull o f a creature abo ut six y ears 
o ld that strangely co mbined bo th ape and hu­ 
man features. He gav e it the awso me name o f 
Au stra lo p ith ecu s a frica n u s 
— So uthern Ape o f 
Africa. This was perhaps unfo rtunate because 
he immediately perceiv ed that it was clo ser 
to being human than ape. In fact, if there were 
such a thing as the “ missing link,” this was as 


clo se as men wo uld ev er co me to finding it. 
“ Dart’s baby ” as it was nicknamed, was re­ 
ceiv ed co o lly by anthro po lo gists. Perhaps think­ 
ing had no t y et been prepared by the disco v ­ 
eries in Jav a and China. To day , ho wev er, main­ 
ly thro ugh the effo rts o f Dart and the late Sco t­ 
tish paleo nto lo gist Ro bert Bro o m, the “ so uthern 
ape” has beco me o ne o f the mo st impo rtant 
episo des in the search fo r man. 
Bro o m, in 1 93 6 and 1 93 8, fo und o ther skulls 
which he placed under a new generic name o f 
“ near-m en.” War then sto pped wo rk. In the 
late 1 94 0 s. mo re fragments were fo und, includ­ 
ing a pelv is which pro v ed that these ape men 
walked o n tw o legs. 
Dart believ es there is ev idence o f ano ther 
age lo ng befo re the Sto ne, Bro nze and Iro n 


Ages. This is the Bo ne Age, when “ men” used 
the readily av ailable bo nes, teeth and ho rns o f 
animals as to o ls. So me estim ates ^lace these 
finds as far back as o ne millio n y ears, tho ugh 
the lack o f stratified ro ck in the area makes 
dating difficult. 
The appearance o f the so uthern apes and 
near-m en has to be imagined as far as bo dy 
hair go es, as it do es with all fo ssil men. Their 
general structure, ex cept fo r the head, was 
well alo ng the human path. But their faces were 
quite mo nkey like and their brains were no t 
much larger than a go rilla’s.

This works both way s, of cou rse, 
and m ay hav e a discou raging ef­ 
fect on any Eisenhower inclina­ 
tion to get sav age with Kennedy . 
Where does that leav e Nix on in 
these last few day s before elec­
